PARIS, 10:30 A. M.—Allied armies on the western front, 


following the evacuating Germans, started forward this morning. 
Briey was occupied by the Americans. Saarburg, Metz and Col- 
mar, the nearest towns in Alsace-Lorraine, are expected to be oc- 
cupied first. The Americans are said to be marching toward Metz 
and Saarburg. Marshall Foch on behalf of the Allies will acconv 
pany the troops. 


A large portion of the great Briey iron district already has 


been evacuated. As the evacuated towns and villages in Alsace- 
Lorraine are take nover the German civilian administrators are 
replaced by French officials. Reoccupation of the restored prov- 


s will be carried out precisely the same as that of northern 


^nce. Alsace-Lorraine, however, has been occupied 48 years by 


the enemy instead of 4 years. American troops are cooperating 
with the French in the repatriation. German officials have com- 
plained of the hostile attitude of the inhabitants of Alsace-Lor- 
raine and they withdrew. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The belief was expressed here to- 


day that the former Kaiser has not really abdicated but is merely 
seeking refuge in Holland until a counter revolution is started. 
In support of this belief it was pointed out that the abdication was 
never proclaimed and taht Wilhelm has never officially taken leave 
of the German people.
